Within the Collection Branch of OCD, liaison 
and assignment of collection action was 
eondueted by and for that Office and the 

DDI area. 


A Liaison Division was formed involving 
ecordination of requirements, liaison, 
assignment of collection action and dis~- 
semination. 


Pour desks were set up in the new Liaison 
Division and were designated as State, Arny~ 
Air, CIA and Navy-Non-IAC. Shortly thereafter 
auter-office and inter-agency ccordination of 
requirements were added to the responsibilities 
of this Division. 


Activities remained essentially the same as 
deseribed previously. 


The Cable Branch (which had previously been in 
ORE and prior to that in ORE) was placed in the 
Liaison Division. 


The three Service desks (Army, Air, and Navy) 
were combined into one branch designated the 
Defense Branch and the Non-IAC activities operated 
as a separate Non-IAC Branch. Each Branch 
handled requirements and dissemination matters 
which related to its om activities. 


The Division assumed the responsibility of 
bringing to the Agency Ambassadors and selected 
Foreign Service Officers for debriefing by the 
DPI offices.

The mission and functions of the Division and the 
mumiber of Branches therein remained essentially 
the same. However, the debriefing of Ambassadors, 
ete., deseribed above was expanded to include 
briefing and debriefing of military attaches. In

%0 OCD was changed to Office of Central Reference 


The Division wes reorganized and the Cable Branch 
was transferred out of the Division; the CTA, 
Defense, and State Branches were abolished and 

a new branch was formed known as the IAC Branch. 
The Division's main mission continued to be the 
coordination of intelligence requirements, the 
collecting of intelligence information, and the 
eonduet and maintenance of liaison with various

In the main, the responsibility of 
Giseeminating a large volume of documents flowing 
into each Branch of the Division was transferred 

to a new Division known as the Documents Division.
